Document 1 discloses a polyamide fiber-reinforced 
polyolefin resin composition that comprises (a) 90-99 
parts by weight of the polyolefin (s) , (b) 1-10 parts by 
weight of the polyamide fibers, and (c) a silane coupling 
agent (wherein, (a) + (b) = 100 parts by weight) (claim 

1) ; discloses a feature wherein the polyamide fibers 
exhibit an average fiber diameter of 1pm or less and an 
aspect ratio of at least 20 but not more than 1,000 (claim 

2) ; indicates that it is acceptable for the composition in 
question to contain white carbon or the like (paragraph 
[0026]); presents a comparative example (2) that comprises 
(a) 8 0 parts by weight of the polyolef in (s) and (b) 2 0 
parts by weight of the polyamide fibers (paragraphs [0028] 
to [0032] and table 1) ; and indicates that this polyamide 
fiber-reinforced polyolefin resin composition is used in 
power lines (paragraph [0001] ) . 
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(2) Novelty 

The "(a) polyolefin(s) , " the " (b) polyamide fibers," 
the "white carbon 7 ' and the "(c) silane coupling agent 7 ' 
that are disclosed in document 1 correspond to the 
"polyolefin resin," the "superfine nylon fibers," the 
"polyamide fibers," the "silica particles" and the "silane 
coupling agent'' that are set forth in claims 1 to 6; 
therefore, the composition of the "resin compositions" 
that are set forth in claims 1 to 6 is disclosed in 
document 1. In addition, the feature "used in power lines" 
clearly refers to applications in which the composition in 
question is coated upon power lines. 

Consequently, the inventions that are set forth in 
claims 1 to 6 are disclosed in document 1; therefore, they 
lack novelty. 
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VIII. Certain observations on the international application 

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

The difference between the "superfine nylon fibers 
(Ny) " that are set forth in claims 1, 2 and 3 and the 
"polyamide fibers" that are set forth in claims 5 and 6 is 
unclear. Consequently/ the compositions of the resin 
compositions that are set forth in claims 1 to 6 are also 
unclear. 
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
